Hat he and one Col. Johx George Steiger Married two 
| Siſters, 

That the (aid Col. being without iſſue, and having a com- 
petent Fortune in Lands and perſonal Eſtate; and being defirous 
it ſhould come to his ſaid Wives Siſter and her children after his 
ſaid Wives deceaſe; by aDeecd, did grant the ſame accordingly; 
and ſhortly after died, That during his ſaid Wives Life, ſhe | 
enjoyed the ſaid Eſtate, but ſhe dying, by vertue of that Deed 
Mr. Tomkins claimed the perſonal Eftate worth above 15007. 
but being in poſſeſſion thereof, was by force diſpoſſeſſed by one 
Cicily Pooley. That Mr. Tomkins brought an Attion againſt 
her for the ſaid Eſtate im his Majeſties Court of Kings Bench ; 
and upon Tryal by a N5ſ6 Prizs upon full Evidence, had 1500 /. 
Dammage: . The Defendant upon motion, procured another 
Tryall at the Bar;zupon which, the Jury found for the Plaintiff and 
gave but 4ool. Dammage, becauſe it was agreed by the De- 
fendants Councel, the Eſtate ſhould be delivered 1n ſpecze, other- 
wiſe the Jury declared, they would have given the ſame Dammage 
as before. 

The Defendant would not obey the Rule of Court; and there- 
upon an Attachment was awarded and afterwards a Warrant 


from the Lord Chief Juſtice to apprehend her; but ſhe abſconded 
in priviledged places. 


Mr. Tomkins aye "egy ſhe was to po into the Park in a 


Coach, took the Aſſiſtance of a Conſtable, and in rhe middle 
of Pallmall Street, ſtopped the Coach; and ſeized on her but by 
the Multitude ſhe was Reſcued, and the Conſtable and his A(- 
ſiſtance ſeverely beaten. 

To colour this abuſe and affront, to the proceſs of Law it 
hapning to be Sir Robert Carrs Coach ; they have prevailed with 
him to complain ofit to the Houſe as an affront done to him, and 
a breach of Priviledge; and hereupon the perſons were com-
